werebkran 50 feet ahead against the 
trees on the boulevard, dying instantly 
The caisson was blown to atoms, not a 
jawe of it larger than a man's hand be- 
ag found 
The boulevard looked like

There was a quick aenes of explosions 


«ft«r the nrst report and Shrapuel shot 
"*wued hke hail among the trees on the 
ionlevard and pierced the surrounding 
ffirelhngs. The concnsston broke every 
window in the houses for blooks away 
The wills and roofs of the dwelling, 
(bowed the terrific effect of the mismles 
Uneiploded shells of the rear part of 
the caisson lay strewn over the ground. 


With the explosion came great con 


fusion of the troops, and for a moment 
the men and officers seemed powerless 
to moi e To this v, <is added the fnght 
of tho occupants of the surrounding 
houses, who ran screaming from their 
<!•« clhngs only to be sickened by the sight 
ni the street 


A still alarm of &• had been turned 


m, and with the fire department came 
the stockyards police patrol wagon 
The wagon was sent bicK to the station 
«nd it returned with 25 men under com- 
mand of Lieuteu mt Momssey 
He 


- -thas ^telephoned to Hyde Park for rein- 


forcements and soon Captain Bollard 
Mined with 26 more men Later, In- 
•pectors Hunt and FrUpatrick and Lieu- 
tenant Bonfield arrived 


It was some httlo time befoie the two 


dead artillery inon could be found. One 
of them mangled beyond recognition, 
but supposed to be Doyle, had been 
blown over a board sign, 26 feet high, 
and was found in a vacant lot behind it 
One leg and an arm were gone

other man, supposed to be Donnovan 
had been thrown abont 800 feet diagon- 
ally to the ight and was found m a va- 
cant lot near the Lake Shore tracks

UN6A6V POWERS. 


«lu> Death of the Sultan of Hi 


Aroiwed SerioiiK Apprehension*. 


Nothing for mouths has BO seriously 
•roused tUo:apprehensious of the powers 
cf Europe its tho death of the sultan of 
Morocco the other cluy. Tho reason i* 
that this largo country at tho entrance 
to tho Mediterranean holds what ig real- 
ly tho.most important strategical posi- 
tion in the \vorld. Tho power, whioh 
secured the Moorish harbor on the strait 
of Gibraltar would control tho entrance 
to the sea much more completely than is 
possiblo.from.the heights of Gibraltar. 
England would of course bo most men- 
aced by any change in tlio control of the 
Moorish territory, and it may be Baid 
without hesitation that if France had 
attempted to use- au opportunity to gain 
new rights under the changed adminis- 
tration, as was feared, foi a day or two 
after the dramatic dispatch of her fleet 
to Moorish waters, she liiight do, war 
with England would have been almost 
inevitable. 
The progress pf events, 


therefore, is being watched with the 
greatest anxiety throughout Europe. 
' No one now protends that England 
cpnld control- tlie entrance to the Medi- 
terranean by means of the Gibraltar 
works. The lack 'of a harbor there 
makes ife impossible. A'.diplomat ot 
high authority iii such matters said to 
me that, if- it became expedient, Eng- 
land would probably offer Gibraltar to 
Spain as an immense bribe to secure tho 
formation of an alliance for the joint 
control of Tangier. 
Such a proposal 


would ho of great practical advantage 
to England, although it would undoubt- 
edly arouse a storm of sontimeual pro- 
test. Spain would naturally bo eager to 
accept on any reasonable terms tho res- 
toration of tho famous stronghold. The 
present indications aro that no imme- 
diate crisis will arise from the change 
of rulers.—New York Sun's London 
Letter.

cially when the strips are rolled rap- 
idly."
